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PREFACE. 


As an introduction to this, the seventh volume of Planets and 
People, we wish to call attention to the numerous predictions made 
in Volume six for the year 1900; the closing year of the 19th century.

GENERAL FORECAST 
For the First Year of the Century, 1901. 


The position of the Planets on the 
first day of January, 12, 1 a. m, 
shows the nature of the vibratory 
combination which forebodes the 
good or ill of the people for the 
following twelve months. 

THE RULING PLANET. 

The planet that rules the year, as 
a whole, is Neptune, but owing to 
the fact that it makes an important 
change toward the last, the planet 
of the day, January Ist, will have 
as great a bearing upon the affairs 
of man as the former. 

We start, therefore, under the 
special influence of the planet Sat- 
urn, which, bemg in almost exact 
opposition, makes it very intense in 
effect upon the minds of all people, 
as a people. 
~ his is a disturber of the men- 
tality, an agitator of the brain and, 
reflectively, of the neryous system. 
Its tendency is to produce unrest, 
dissatisfaction and the determina- 
tion to break up old lines and take 
chances on the outcome regardless. 

It is a very disagreeable current, 
owing to the fact that it interferes 
with the sun's ever pleasing and 
productive power. It renders the 
situation quite inharmonious and 
disturbs things at the very center, 

All this forebodes a revolution 
within. The feelings will be severely 
wrought up. and much suffering will 
result. 

There is, however, a soothing ray 
from the beautiful Venus. which 
mingles with the former vibration 
and this will tend to keep. people 
confident, much as it may lead them 
into trouble through overconfidence. 

The latter tendency is the chief 


ihing to guard against. То be over- 
confident in business or govern- 
mental matters, or in any other re- 
lation, means that confidence will 
be misplaced and great disappoint- 
ment will result. 

BUSINESS. 

From a business point of view the 
outlook is fair. Things should keep 
up, especially in agricultural and 
realty lines, and thus make the year’s 
doings compare favorably with the 
past few years, 

There is, however, a striking con- 
dition which will develop early in 
the spring months, that means a cul- 
mination in all inflated values. ‘The 
bubbles in the shape of trusts and 
special options and privileges of 
various kinds will no doubt burst 
under this stram and a law will be 
passed that will regulate these mat- 
ters and place them on a much more 
just and equitable basis. 

This means disaster to many and, 
in à measure, a depression in lines 
affected by inflated securities. The 
welfare of the people will be en- 
hanced rather than otherwise, and 
the general legitimate business of 
the world will not be hurt to any 
extent in this readjustment. 

The time is ripe for a general im- 
provement jn realty, agricultural 
interests and building operations, 

THE LABOR QUESTION, 

This brings us to a consideration 
of the question of labor and capital. 

Labor will have an important in- 
ning: холу the stars. ‘The element 
of labor will be in the position of 
power ere the year is far advanced. 
It is a time for the physical man to 
assert himself and cause the gods 
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of finance to bow to his ways and 
propositions. 

This is important, as it affects so 
great a number of our population 
that any moyement for furthering 
the ends of united labor will have 
favorable conditions under which to 
promote their side of the question of 
hours and wages. 

The afiliction to capital will bring 
about more or less trouble between 
capital and labor which continues 
during Jupiter's transit of Saturn 
in the sign Capricornus. This takes 
about one year and begins on the 
first day of spring. 

NATIONAL SIGNIFICANCE. 

Powerful nations will be weighed 
in the balances from this date on to 
the end of the year. The people and 
their governments will be in turmoil 
and a general era of reconstruetion 
will set im. The strength of all na- 
tions will be tested by their own 
kind. Old laws will be repealed and 
new ones passed in their stead as 
never before. It is a law-making 
period; a period for national adjust- 
ments and reciprocal enactments. 

This, however, is not indicative of 
the settlement of all difficulties be- 
tween nations at once: but a move 
in that direction. 

RELIGION. 

The great question of religion is 
the growing question of the times, 
and this government will have the 
problem to cope with in a far greater 
measure than any other, This ques- 
tion of religion is on to stay for a 
long period, and as it is already in 
the toils of war its eyele is a long 
and a hard one. 

The fundamental principles of 
our constitution relatiye to religion 
should be placed before the people 
in every way possible that they may 
fully realize and understand the 
position of this government relative 
to freedom in worship, promulga- 
tion, etc. 


''he opening up of China and the 
revelations that are being made con- 
cerning the doctrines, beliefs and 
practices of so-called heathendom is 
sure to bring about a new feeling 
and a larger understanding of the 
foundation principles on which true 
religion rests; hence, a test of the 
claims of each will be made in a 
way that will surprise those who 
think they have ihe real truth con- 
cerning the soul's salvation. 

Will the Christian religion be able 
to stand this test? 

It is our prediction that it will 
suffer the most of all, even more than 
all others put together, for there 
comes a time tn the affairs of the 
world when knowledge plays a part 
even im religious matters. and a 
period of this kind is upon us, 

The only promise given the Chris- 
tian religion is in the extreme liberal 
movement carried on in its name. A 
movement which disclaims any be- 
lief in the miraculous and delusive 
statements which have blinded the 
reasoning faculties of the masses for 
many centuries. All of this old 
junk, stained with the blood of the 
past, must pass away that the light 
of reason may stream forth and 
illumine the souls of the universal 
sphere—souls of all denominations 
of whatsoever name or kind. 

The planet Saturn, which many 
look upon as an evil omen, is con- 
ducive of this great awakening which 
will bring about a new era in re- 
ligious undertakings. It is the 
magnet of education, of change, ex- 
perience and progress. The advent 
of the twentieth century is the start- 
ing point of a New Education which 
includes the subject of religion as 
well as the seience of life and all 
other phenomena. The fact that 
Neptune is the ruler of the first year 
of this new time is evidence of a 
broadening out of thought and. feel- 
ing among all mankind. 
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‘The narrowness that has charac- 
terized the established systems of 
religion for many years and cen- 
turies will pass away and the new 
thought, coupled with the science of 
phenomenal expression or universal 
life in manifestation, will take its 
place. 

Everything is working rapidly to 
this end, The greatest sufferer will 
be that system which has firmly de- 
clared itself and recognizes mo 
change or advancement from an 
established rule or dogma. The peo- 
ple. however, will merge from this 
into the new sphere. 

WAR. 

The four points of the earth hav- 
ing been stampeded by the vandals 
of war, we must not expect a peace- 
able adjustment of differences for 
some time. The question of religious 
freedom таё be settled when the 
final finish comes. : 

The fayorable conditions for re- 
ligious propaganda, mentioned in 
1890 ends early this year, and then 
comes the test of the faiths, claims, 
and dogmas. 

According to the quadratie law of 
nature, that point of the square 
angles where the greatest battles will 
be fought is where the nations have 
come together in the far east. This 
is to be a lasting and pestiferous 
struggle. It will take thousands, if 
not millions of those of other nations 
to finally put an end to the deal. Is 
the country worth the priee? Are 
there too many people in the world ? 
Perhaps. 

The Philippines are near this 
point, and may be included in the 
deal. We haye no sympathy with 
war, but if physieal force must be 
iurned upon itself, let those who 
love it do the fighting. It seems to 
be in the nature of man to enjoy 
conquest of this nature. Observe 
the interest in Prize Fights. 

War will continue until this re- 


ligious matter is fully adjusted. 
With half of the population of this 
country opposed to the doctrines of 
Christianity and all of the religious 
adherents of other sects also aguinst 
it, the problem is one that requires 
very diplomatic procedure if a 
severe struggle is to be avoided. The 
constitution of the United States of 
America is the only document in 
the world that offers a solution to the 
situation, but as this document ap- 
plies only to the domains of this 
government it will have little effect 
in dealing with other nations. It 
can and does solve the problem of 
religion in this country; but it must 
be backed by the force of the govern- 
ment, by the armies of the nation 
and the combined action of real 
American citizens. x 

One of the first and wisest moves 
to this end would be the elimi- 
nation from the seat of govern- 
ment of everything in the nature 
of religious ceremonies, hlessings, 
prayers. ete., making the proceedings 
of government what it should and 
must be to make it non-partisan or 
non-sectarian and free from con- 
tamination by sectarian bigots. The 
government is the business of the 
people. It is purely secular. It 
must be made so or there will ever 
he good and sufficient reason for 
complaint by some of its support- 
ers. 

These are the questions of the 
hour, the things that need attention 
ere the struggle is upon us, 

The New Time is fast approach- 
ing. The government is the con- 
trolling power. Let it be a govern- 
ment of the people. by the people 
and for the people— the whole 
people. 

With business conditions fairly 
good, with agricultural interests im- 
proving, with labor gaining a better 
vantage ground and the freedom of 
the people growing in grandeur, we 
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may look forward for twelve months 
with more confidence than fear; yet, 
the fact that money, the root of all 
evil, so-called, is afflicted, means 
many tight places and hardships for 
people who have heavy burdens and 
responsibilities. 

A reign of Anarchy within our 


own realm is the worst that we see 
is possible in the way of a general 
affliction. The worst vibration, how- 
ever, is some ways ahead and does 
not. culminate in this, the first year 
of the twentieth century, so cheer 
up, press the button, and call for 
what you want.

figure as presented is simply a symbol expressive 
h the universal magnetic currents produce, 
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It is well to make a close study of this, as a symbol, gradually 
traciig it to its mathematical base, thence to the Universal Law 
which is at the foundation of all phenomena. 

It should be observed, first, that it is circular in form, not globu 
lar; that it is radiatory, equi-divisional and functional; that its 
variable significance is due to the planets of our system whieh, in 
their most potent relations, are the cause of the vibrating currents 
thus symbolized. 

Next, one should study the co-ordination of man to this symbol, 
the relation of each function to the several divisions, the manner in 
which the actuating magnets vibrate the various sections and inten 
Sify the activities and phenomena relating to each. 

This is the secret to the study, and as it takes some considerable 
concentration of thought to grasp the larger and deeper meanings, 
it is а very easy matter to gain à general knowledge of its importance 
with very little application. 

One should commit the signs of the Zodiac to memory before con- 
sidering the planetary signs. "This will fix the foundation lines and 
signs of the study, which never change, firmly for such changeable 
conditions as the planets produce in their movements around and 
within the zodiacal wheel. 

Aries is the first sign of the Zodiac, and Pisces the last. Aries 
begins at the extreme bottom of the figure of the Zodiac used in our 
system, extending to the right 30 degrees, where the sign Taurus 
begins. and so on around to the end of Pisces.

Her action is always for good, but people are 
often ruined through the trusting and yielding nature which she im- 
parts to many by her association in certain positions with other 
planets. 

MARS,—Mars is an intellectual planet, but a producer of quarrels 
and disturbances of various kinds. If you have a temper you cannot 
control, you should learn to ward off the vibrations from Mars. 
Strikes, duels, and wars are the result of his action upon the lives of 
men. 

JUPITER.—Jupiter is harmonious in his action upon both the 
meníal and physical states and governs all monetary and business 
allairs in human life. Broad and comprehensive intellectual growth 
results from Jupiter's vibrant force, People are successful or other- 
wise according to Jupiter's position in aspect with other bodies, 

SATURN.—Saturn is the cause of sickness, disappointments, in- 
harmony and failure, but gives strong mental and spiritual powers 
when well aspected. Inward suffering and all physical weaknesses 
are the result of his vibrations. He interferes with business success. 
You should learn to rise above the powers acting from that source. 

URANUS.—Uranus is the labor planet, and is an intensifier in 
speculation and general business. Is good and evil in effect, aecord- 
ing to position and aspect. The psychie powers are found through 
the vibrations of Uranus. Clairvoyant sight is the result of a favor- 
able position and aspect. 

NEPTUNE.—Neptune is a financial planet and controls commeree 
and travel to a great extent. Governments make treaties and adjust 
differences with foreign powers, or the reverse, according to position, 
power and aspect of Neptune and the other planets. 

MOON.—The Moon being a very rapid body in its movements 
about the earth, it produces those daily and hourly fluctuations of 
the mind and heart, and thus Keep up the more active manifestations 
of life generally. It may be very good or very bad, but for a short time 
only. 

Mereury is the planet nearest to the Sun, Venus comes next, then 
the earth on which we live, then Mars and so on out to Neptune, ac- 
cording to the order in which they are above placed. 

The Moon has four phases, and in order to tell in what phase or 
quarter the moon is in at any time, as shown in horoscopical illustra- 
tions, remember this: New moon occurs when the moon is in 
conjunction with the sun, or to make it a little plainer, when the moon 
is between the earth and the sun, The full moon oceurs when the 
earth is between the moon and the sun. The first quarter occurs 
when the moon reaches a position just behind the earth as she moves 
along in her orbit; and the last quarter when the moon gets just 
ahead of the earth. The various phases of the moon are shown in the 
accompanying illustration: 
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The special weekly forecast and general suggestions relative to 
Business, Health. Children, Marriage, The Weather, Planting and 
Sowing, ete, are made in accordance with this Great Planetary Law, 
the Universal Vibrations of Nature, and all who heed these things 
will find therein a reason for each and every expression of life in the 
physical sphere of mother earth.

The Spring and Autumn Equi- 
noxes show the only days of the year having equal day and night.

Venus enters South Latitude Jan. 31st—8ept. 1th—and North 
Latitude May 23d. 

Mars changes from North to South Latitude August Tth. 

Jupiter changes to Sonth Latitude July 17th. 

Saturn is in North Latitude all the year. 

Uranus changes from North to South Latitude on Feb. 15th. and 
remains the balance of the year. 

Neptune is in South Latitude all’ rhe year.

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A GOVERNMENT CYCLE. 
A Metalic Basis for Moncy. 


As there is a law which controls the affairs of a world, of a people 
and of a nation, there is also a cycle, which is a period in the opera- 
tion of this law during which a certain power has a complete expres- 
sion. 

In order to place a National government upon a firm foundation 
and make it conducive to the best interests of a people, this cyclic law 
of nature should be observed, for by so shaping the affairs of man 
that they may move in harmony with the divine plan of creation a 
more settled, safe and just government is possible. 

As our own government now stands it is in danger of being upset 
or changed in policy every four years, thus keeping the people in an 
undecided and irritable state most of the time. No one knows what 
to look forward to from year to year. Political agitation is sapping 
the life and energy out of the people; they waste their time, money 
and genius in agitation and scheming for place and power in govern- 
mental affairs. It is appalling the way force, which might be utilized 
for good results, is wasted in political agitation and contention, pro- 
ducing evil on every hand. 

Let us turn for a moment to the great controlling powers of our 
world—the pianets of our solar circle—and trace out a system as a 
pattern for the establishment of a sound and just government. 

We find the planet Jupiter rules the system as a whole; that its 
power is the greatest, and that all things hinge upon this great mag- 
netic center of energy. 

We also observe that this planet Jupiter relates to property 
rights, interests, holdings, etc. and this shows us that such things 
are at the foundation of power. That is, people having property, 
realty or personal, or precious metals, securities or any holdings of 
value are more powerful, far more powerful, than those who do not 
have valued possessions. 

Now there is a difference in the power of individuals or peoples, 
according to the natnre of the holdings with which they co-ordinate 
and become attached. Real estate gives the greatest governmental 
power to an individual. Metals come next, cattle third and the list 
runs ont with the beggar or tramp, who has no holdings of any kind. 

Now, having shown how property is the basis of power in govern- 
mental affairs, it stands to reason that men of property and wealth 
are by nature the most influential in controlling people, hence they 
are better characters for positions of trust, law making and as direc- 
tors of the movements of state and national procedure, 

In short, the men of wealth have a constructive and accumulative 
magnetism, and they are very much better constituted for the main- 
tenance of a good and stable government than those of little means 
and others who are elassed as laborers, mechanies, ete. 

The laboring people as a class, therefore. can never give the 
nation nearly as good a system of government as the men of means. 
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This is in the nature of life, much as we may wish it otherwise, and 
we simply have to bow to the divine will and say it is all right. Let 
it be so. i 

Jupiter people, therefore, are the builders and snstainers of gov- 
emments, and this leads us to the cyclic law which should guide the 
periods of change so far as rulers or leaders are concerned. The 
President of the eountry should be elected under this planet, begin- 
ning in 1904 for à period of about twelve years, when the cycle is 
completed and a new one begins. н 

Under this rule we would have sufficient time to settle our minds 
on the political situation, get down to some steady work in a busi- 
ness way and feel that life is really worth living. 

There is no one thing that will give relief to the great mass of 
humanity so quickly and permanently as the adjustment of our gov- 
ernmental policy to the power and movement of this great beneficent 
planet Jupiter. 

Money or property rules the world, and it always will. Why not 
adjust to the eternal nature of law, the same to-day, yesterday and 
forever, and bring about the desired eqnilibrium of the energies of 
the whole. 

This is one of the propositions which the science of the planets 
presents to the American citizen. 

THE GOLD STANDARD. 

The gold standard is, according to the law of the planets, the only 
just standard if we are to have a metallic base for our monetary sys- 
tem. It should ever remain as a base and should nof be coined and 
circulated, but simply held as a center of power, and serip as well 
as serviceable metal used as a circulating medium. All money should 
have the one backing. whatever it may be, and there should be but 
the one product at the base. 

The double standard is a means of war between the elements in 
the very nature of the ease. Tt eannot be otherwise. Silver is an ad- 
mirable product for fractional money and far preferable to gold as a 
circulating medium, but as a base for the issue of all money gold is 
far preferable to silver or any other metal. More of it in value ac- 
cording to bulk and weight gives it this desirable feature. Let it be 
the standard and settle the matter for twelve years at least. 

Gold co-ordinates more closely with the sun, which is the central 
power of our system. It is heavier than silver, hence relates to the 
base or foundation of things. It is precious because of its scarcity, 
beauty and fineness. Not being hard enough to be serviceable as 
money, it should be held in bars, bricks, ete, for easy handling be- 
tween nations and peoples generally. Tt shonld not be coined at all, 
but simply held as the visible head and body of our financial system. 
People must have a visible head, otherwise it would not be necessary 
in connection with our cireulating medium at all. The combined 
resources of the land or country under a just system of taxation is 
the true basis for money. But so long as a visible, and we may say, 
4 personal head is nécessary to the people the gold standard alone 
supplies the head as no other one thing ean, It is all sufficient in and 
of itself.

BRAHMINISM. 

Brahminism is the most extended 
religion on the globe. It is estim- 
ated that over half of the people of 
ihe whole world are Brahmins. 

To them the breath of life which 
entereth into the newly created 
evolved being is the Creator speak- 
ing or projecting his life into 
hnman form.

Buddhism originated in India 
during the sixth century, B. C., was 
founded by Gautama, a Hindoo 
sage, and is practic aliy the Brahmin 
religion. It was merely a movement 
with some new features added to the 
established Brahmin system. The 
doctrines or beliefs are about the 
same. 

The fact that the central idea is 
the worship of the Creator by a rec- 
ognition of the naturalness and sa- 
credness of the life of things, has 
kept this religion intact for thous- 
ands of years. It has in this a basis 
for worship worthy the name 

The beliefs of some of the cliques 

r clans of this religion, relative to 
the transmigration of souls. and th 
passing of the wicked into the bodies 


of beasts, etc.. is also accepted by 
manv supposedly enlightened minds 
of this western world. These are 
unimportant, being merely side is- 
sues to the real religious teachings 
of the learned Hindoo scholar.

CONFUCIANISM. 
In China Confucianism, which 
has so many followers, and is, prac- 
tically, the leading educational sys 


tem of the empire, is a very prac- 
tical eult in a religious sense, and 
being free from theoretical and 
speculative statement relative to the 
hidden and mysterious in nature, li 
serves as a practical religion and 
tends to enhance tha worship- of 
things nearest and dearest. Rever- 
ence for ancestry is a mercer result. 
Images, idols, symbols of various 
things, conditions and qualities in 
this world of phenomena are the 
outcome of the desire m man to 
carve іп wood and stone; to express 
liis ideas in artistic creations. 
Compare the carvings represent 
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ing the Chinese gods with the Chris- 
tian’s God, and what do we find ? 

In the former a character repre- 
sentation of a great being, with 
power to accomplish anything he 
undertakes. A live and ever-potent 
factor in the affairs of the people. 

The Christian God is represented 
asa cut, bruised and bleeding man, 
who was overpowered by his enemies, 
common men of the street, the 
rabble, and put to death. The look 
of agony, remorse and failure in his 
countenance depicting his inability 
to cope with the minds of the com- 
mon and weakest of the race, 

In either case the representations 
are obnoxious to look upon, vet the 
Chinese Joss does not depict failure 
in any sense. He often wears the 
most extended smile and apparently 
is ready to offer the glad hand to 
all comers, while sorrow and pity, 
suffering and misery, and all that 
goes to make one downeast and for- 
saken is shown in the Christian Sa- 
viour. 

DEISTS. 

Deists believe in one God, an in- 
finite, eternal, omnipotent Deity, 
but claim that nature and reason are 
his only manifestations to man. 

This is certainly a religion to he 
commended. There is little in it 
to.entangle the mind and reason and 
it appeals to the rational man as be- 
ing all that is required in the way of 
a belief. 

JEWISH. 

Israelites, descendants 
from Abraham, have one of the very 
old systems of religion and their be- 
lief is practically: belief in God as 
the Creator, Governor and Maker of 
all things: the Eternal; in him as 
one; and that he alone has been, is 
and ever shall be their God: that he 
IS not corporeal and there is no bod- 
ily essence to be compared to him:

THE NEW RELIGION. 
The eoming system of religion 
must appeal to the analytical mind, 
to the man of science. as well as to 
those who are naturally inclined to 


question and doubt any system ot 
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thought or faith that is promnl- 
gated. Everything in the nature of 
dogmas that do not stand this test, 
will, sooner or later, be ridiculed out 
of existence. 

This is as it should be, for anv- 
thing that can be disturbed by ridi- 
cule is not desirable in a system of 
religion.

The nearest thing, if not the same 
thing, is the doctrine or creed of the 
Pantheist. Here it is: 

*Pantheists believe that our solar 
System is part of a stupendons whole 
Which constitutes the Universe: that 
the Universe and the laws that gov- 
ern jf. are all one — NATURE — 
which is the only Supreme Being. 
l'hey believe that everything is God, 
and that man's whole duty lies in 
producing the highest possible en- 
Joyment to himself and others while 
he lives,” 

The “Pantheist” and the “Deist” 
come the nearest to having the ereed 
of the future of any and all the hun- 


dreds of sects of Christendom or 
any of the ancient systems. The 
new religion will teach the worship 
of Nature and through her revela- 
tions build up a system of science 
and philosophy which the eveles of 
time can not destroy, 3 

Can any one question for a mo- 
ment that Spencer, Huxley, Darwin 
or any other naturalists or scientists 
were not worshipers at the shrine 
of nature? 

It is Nature Worship which has 
given us all of the inventions, all of 
the improvements, all of the ad- 
vancement the world has ever had. 
Religions have simply stood in the 
way and shouted: “Heresy.”

Ignorance is faith in many quar- 
ters, and I will not disturb that faith.

We are born 
in God. Every drop of blood that pul- 
sates in my veins is of God and from 
God. The light of my eye is the light 
of God. If God is not in my heart and 
in your heart He is nowhere. "The 
kingdom of God is in the heart.' 

“That the heathen Hindu is imprac- 
ticable is to be found in the fact that 
a few English soldiers lord it over 
200,000,000 of them. We may be im- 
practicable so far as grabbing land 
and gold is concerned, but we claim to 
be far beyond Christian civilization in 
matters of ethics.

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ASTRONOMERS’ OPINION OF ASTROLOGY. 
By E. Walter Maunder, Fellow. Royal Astronomical Society. 
Tribune, Sept. 16, 1900. 

“Astronomers do not care to waste time on an examination into 
astrology, for the reason that there is nothing in it to examine, Tt 
is simply a gross imposture, a special form of fetichism—i, e.: of the 
arbitrary ascription to inanimate objects of mysterious powers, en- 
tirely apart from any physical and material action. The only excuse 
it ever had was in the days of bygone heathendom, when the sun, 
moon, and planets were looked upon not as things but as beings; as 
gods, in fact, and were worshiped as such. 

"But as compared with the English astrologer, the West African 
negro shows himself much the more reason: ible and intelligent. The 
latter. if his fetich does not bring him the expected good “Taek: will 
kick or beat it and consign it to the dust heap. The former, if Venus 
and Mercury do not justify his antie ipations, does not dream of recon- 
sidering his notions as to their ‘influences,’ but goes on still blindly 
believing in spite of the clearest evidences against him. í 

"Present day astrologers can neither tell when or how the special 
‘influences’ supposed to reside in each individual ‘planet’ or ‘house’ 
were determined, nor give the observations upon whieh primitive 
astrology was based. They choose to call Jupiter ‘fortunate’ and 
Saturn ‘malign? but if any one should think fit to reverse the attri- 
butes, who could contradict him? 

“Astrologers ask ‘whether the Egyptians, the Chaldeans, and 
other highly civilized races were wrong in. the opinions they enter- 
tained for many thousands of years? If modern astrologers are right, 
they certainly were. For the ancients recognized but seven planets, 
whereas there are—according to modern astrologers—nine. That is 
to say, in the opinion of the ancients Uranus and Neptune had no 
influence, for they never detected anything wrong in their caleula- 
tions, as they should if these planets were potent. 

“Further, can astrologers tell us now, by the ‘outstanding difer- 
ences’ between their predictions and their fulfillments, whether there 
аге more planets to be discovered beyond Neptune or within the orbit 
of Mercury? 

“One point more, the force of gravitation varies directly as the 
Mass of the attracting body, and inversely as the square of the dis- 
tance.

The building to 
the right is the Printers’ Home, 
founded by Messrs. Childs and 
Drexel, and maintained by the In- 
ternational Typographical Union. 

There is a world of information to 
be gained in connection with other 
things than those which pertain to 
electricity. 
is to be one of the experiments in the 
higher altitudes, especially musical 
sounds, which will show the most 
interesting phenomena of all the 
tones of the vibrant scale. 

Photographing phenomena — of 
various kinds will be accomplished 
there by a new process as yet unde- 
veloped, and messages, or rather 
conditions of far off bodies, such 
as the planets of our system, will be 
recorded by a new plate, proving the 
varying influences of the planets at 
different points in the circle and de- 
termining just how the changing 
polarities produce results upon our 
earth. 

We suggest these things that 
others may make the necessary trials.
